Submitting a New Fire Report 

Click on Report a Fire. You will be directed to the Fire Report page.

Fill in as many of the fields as you can. The fire report cannot be submitted unless all fields with a red asterisk 

(*) have been filled. 
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Fire location fields on the Fire Report 

You can either manually enter an address and coordinates for the fire location, or you can use the interactive 

map shown on the fire report screen. Use your mouse to move across the map, zoom in to more precise 

locations, and identify the location of the fire. If you enter an address and hit the “find” button, the map will 

zoom to address location. By clicking on a location on the map, the coordinate fields will be automatically 

populated.  

 

 
Using the interactive map to determine the coordinates of a fire 
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When entering numeric values, only decimal and whole numbers will be accepted. Entering fractions will 

produce an error and prevent Fire Report Submission. For example: instead of entering ½ acres burn, enter 0.5 

acres. 

 
Fire size information. Enter these values as whole numbers or decimals. 

 

 
Fire suppression information fields. Enter these values as whole numbers or decimals. 
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Fire suppression information and time reporting fields. 

 

Please fill in all the information on the fire. The optional fields should be completed if they are applicable and 

you have the information. The optional fields are quick and easy to complete, but will not prevent submission 

if you do not have the information readily available. If you receive additional information for a Fire Report 

after submitting, you can provide it to your District Fire Supervisor via email. 

When finished, click Submit. 

 

Please complete the report as soon as possible after the fire. To receive compensation for a 

fire report, it must be submitted within 14 days of the fire’s extinguishment.
